superintendent of a railroad system on 
the Paqltle coast. 


He has visited me a number o: 


times, and cache time lie has thanket 
me for'what I did for him. Ho always 
said that I was responsible for his 
success. But you see I tried to help 
him in the hope that-I might have a 
quiet Sunday afternoon."—Indlnnapo 
Us News.
